number of human sacrifices in the Naga Hills Is never less than 
from stx to ten a year. 
Sometimes when funds are plentiful the 


number in a year amounts to twenty or thirty. The most common 
victims are in Dtaochan. both boy* and girls 
kldnajiped 
from 


Assam, although any kind of^avallaWo slaves be included in the 
slaughter. One girl who already had been marked for sacrifice 
by the Nagas. was recently released through government action.

Therefore, say the federal experts, 


hens in Scioto county will not be 
worth a cent more to their owners 
in the fall, and winter than they 
are worth today.

be charged to profit and loss, for

This conspicuous revelation of the 


impotence of the United States Rail- 
road Labor Board to enforce Its de- 
cisions comes on the eve of President 
Hat-fling's western trip when he is 
expected to discuss the transportation 
problem in detail. 
He has already, 


in one address to congress alluded to 
the attitude of certain railroad ex* 
Genitive's mul'lt is an open secret that 
practically the entire administration 
-here believes the Pennsylvania Rail- 
rnncris thoughtlessly adding to the 
national problems 
by defying 
the 


spirit of the transportation act in- 
sofar as it relates to powers of the 
United States Railroad Labor Boarri. 
Oongress created that tribtuial as a 
means of preventing strikes. It was 
thought that when the board would 
issue its decisions both parties to the 
controversy would have sufficient re- 
spect for an institution created by the 
congress of the United States and ap- 
proved by the chief executive as to 
give it moral support. 


The U. S. Railroad Labor Board 


didn't mince words In its denuncia- 
tion of the tactics of the Pennsylvania 
declaring that, the latter ''while pro- 
fessing its acceptance and observance 
of this principle of employes' repre- 
sentation, the carrier has set up a 
system which throttles the-jnajority 
and establishes the representation of 
n coerced and subservient minority." 


This language is descriptive of the 


socalled "shop union" system whereby 
the Pennsylvania Railroad 
enconr-, 


aged the formation of unions through 
leaders more or less friendly to- the 
employers themselves. These unions 
f;!one-were recognized and representa- 
tives of the workmen to be employees 
of the Pennsylvania, which meant, of 
course, that if they became too active 
in behalf of the workmen they might 
he in danger of losing their jobs and 
if they lost, their jobs they couldn't 
represent the workmen any longer. 
The American Federation of Lahor 
contends that n union representative 
must lie free from coercion and must 
be paid by the dues of his fellow 
workmen so that his own job isn't 
in jeopardy when he nrjrues ve- 
hemently with an employer. This in 
effect is the. view now taken hy the 
United States Labor Board, which 
points out that workmen have a richt 
to select their own representatives 
and that employers should deal with 
tho representatives 
chosen 
by the 


workmen.

There: are some things, however, in which America departs 


far from English lines. There's the matter of ships for in- 
stance lit-tLe war we seized one of Germany's monster liners 
and are ju:st-now putting her back into-condition for service, 
her crew laving sorely scuttled her while she was lying in New 
York 'port. Just to see whether her wheels will go 'round the 
government, which is going to run her, has planned a trip to 


: Cuba furnishing a joy ride to six hundred more or less dis- 


tin'gulshed citizens. The course'will cover'3,000 miles and will 
cost, so Chairman Lasker, of Harding's shipping bo$rd, an- 
nounces. $J 30.000. the guests entailing an expense of .$20,000. 
Other-experts say the voyage will cost half _a million.

••actual'bill will, probably, turn up some where between the two 


estimates. For if Mr. Lasker has figured no closer on operat- 
ing costs than he has on that of entertainment he hasn't got the 
first half big enough. It will take some time to sail to Cuba 
and return.allowingfor stops at Havana and Bermudas, which 
are -likely. You can't feed a person six times a day on these 
ships,'for nothing; nor can you furnish a passenger service for 
nothing. On these same vessels there is one and a half 
at- 


tendant for each passenger. But what's the odds?' The people 
pay the bill and those who govern us must be amused^ 


That's the American way. 
Now. it so happens that during the war England seized two 


vessels of the same line and of about the same majestic propor- 
tions as the one seized here. The last of the two was put in ser- 
vice about six months ago. Her test consisted of less than a 
two days' run out to sea, only enough to test her machinej-y 
and to*see thai everything was running smoothly. The trial 
was not made an occasion for giving everybody in the country 
that might be useful to the administration in power a free ride..

A profound argument, but it cuts the other way equally 


as well. All legislatures and congrcs-ses are not- composed of 
such learned lawgivers as is the. noted professor-preacher-slates- 
man. Consequently they sometimes misinterpret their 
own 


powers; not infrequently they perpetrate some utterly lawless 
law. In this latter case and even), nnc man, if the court were 
required to be as one, could then hold decree that an imbecile 
act was constitutional. 


Better leave the situation just as it is. professor. The courts 


sometimes err, but there is this difference to be noted between 
the men that arc chosen to the courts and those that are .chosen 
to the legislatures. Many of Hie former, though they do hap- 
pen to be dullards, turn out to be pretty sound judges, while 
.often elect, an intelligent citizen legislator and he too frequent- 
ly becomes a damphobl, anyway commits himself to damphool 
legislation.

uation if the courts did not so frequently stand between it and 
the legislatures, whose second name is damnation.
